The result has been that farmers 
who want to keep their allotments, but 
do not want to plant cotton, have sur- 
rendered them so that others can plant. 
The full returns are not in, since each 
State has its own deadline for surrender 
and reallocation, but early examples in- 
dicate that for the first time in years 
virtually all the alloted acreage will 


be planted.

ing and resultant broken fibers. With his 
price established, the farmer benefits 
again because of the extra weight in the 
bales that are not excessively ginned. 





BUYERS EXPRESS CONFIDENCE that farmers 
will not wait until all cotton is matured 
and pick only once by machines, but will 
seek to deliver the best cotton possible. 
"There is no way we can prevent that," 
one buyer admitted, "but, after all, no 
contract is better than the integrity 

of the man who signed ite" 





IN SPITE of the fact that they did not get 
the proportion of low grades they ex- 
pected last year, some shippers and mills 
are again buying cotton with grade and 
Staple differences. Base price seems to 
be about 31 cents for Middling 1-1/16, 
with loan differences to apply for other 
grades and staples. This year, however, 
the buyer retains control of ginning 


practices. 


AN INTENSIVE RESEARCH EFFORT is about to 
be undertaken to determine the cause 

of apparent deterioration of quality of 
raingrown cotton. In recent years 

fiber strength has been weakened, short 
fibers have increased and seed germina- 
tion has fallen off. Under suspicion are 
insecticides and defoliants and herbi- 
cides. Tests are expected to show the 
effects of chemicals and whether they are 
responsible. Weather had been believed 
guilty until 1959, when growing condi- 
tions were ideal and a bumper crop was 
made. Ginning practices also received 
blame, but when the quality decline per- 
Sisted under controlled ginning prac-~ 
tices the basic fault was obviously else- 
where. 











THE CROP is off to a late start. Rains, 
Snows and cold weather have prevented 
normal ground preparation and planting.

BELIEVES NOW IN SOIL TEST. Aaron Humphrey, 
of Wayne County, N.C., didn't believe in 
it once, but he is now sold. Tests of his 
tobacco field indicated that he needed 
400 pounds less fertilizer than he had 
been using. 





PEACH TREE BORER has been successfully 
controlled at Clemson, S.C. Exp. Sta. by 
a Single application of Thiodan in the 
summer. Applied as a trunk spray between 


July 1 and August 19. 


A NEW, EXPERIMENTAL LINE of bromegrass by 
Ky. Exp. Sta. breeders has outyielded 
presently recommended varieties in hay 
production. Produced 531/35 tons per acre. 








FERTILIZER CONSUMPTION went up 13% in the 
U.S. last year—mostly because of in- 
creases on cotton and corn crops. All 
three primary elements showed increases, 
with nitrogen use going up most; then 
potash, and phosphate. 


MOLYBDENUM TREATMENT of peanut seed in- 
creased yields by 10% in 15 tests in 
Edgecombe County, N.C. last year. Some 
experts are predicting that the trace 
element will be used to treat most le- 
gumes within a few years. 





NEMATODES ROB FOOD CROPS. Nematodes, the 
tiny worms of many different kinds that 
infest soils all over the world, are 
Said to be the most destructive single 
crop pest. It is estimated that they 
cut food production by a good 10% every 


year. 








WHERE ST. AUGUSTINE grass grows, chinch 
bugs are likely to be a problem. And in 
some areas—as in southern Florida—DDT 
won't kill the bugs any more. Trithion 
(itself an ."older,” well-known bug- 
killer) will, where DDT won't, Fla.

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ARGE-SCALE artificial insemination of beef cattle has become one of the hottest controversies 
among cattlkemen. Armour and Company’s Beef Cattle Improvement Research program and the 
Codding Brothers-Armour research station at Foraker, Okla. have pushed an old idea into new at- 
tention: Artificially breeding top performance-tested bulls to thousands of commercial cows. Then, 

in the BCI program, Armour will performance-test and slaughter steer calves from these cows. 

Theoretically, one superior-performance bull, used with such an artificial breeding program, could re- 
place 400 to 500 bulls in hand-bred herds. But will artificial insemination actually work that well? We ask- 
ed these influential beef cattle breeders about their experiences with it: 


Orville Deewall, Manager, Par-Kerr Ranch, Chelsea, Okla: ARTIFICIAL insemination is being 
used to a limited extent on Par-Kerr Ranch, to propagate some top breeding stock, in conjunction with 
hand mating and pasture breeding. It has been our experience that it takes a top technician or veterina- 
rian to perform the duties, in addition to skilled personnel handling the cow herd in preparation for arti- 
ficial insemination. And it takes extra labor to handle the cows for breeding and for checking twice daily. 

The cows must be handled quietly for insemination, or have been more or less halter-broken, thus 
making it only practical to a small extent in a purebred operation, and very doubtful whether it is at all 
practical in a commercial operation. 

In fact, the conception rate is low enough under the best conditions, that I would feel artificial insem- 
ination would be very impractical under most common operations. 


Joe Crow, Jr., Manager, Clear Creek Ranch, Welch, Okla. (Angus and Brangus herd—about 800 cows): 
MY EXPERIENCE with artificial insemination has been on a very limited basis. I took a course in 
artificial insemination, that covered the actual science of breeding, and collecting and storage of semen. 

I believe artificial insemination should be used, on our particular operation, in a very limited manner. 
I do not believe the average commercial cattleman can be as successful with an artificial insemination pro- 
gram as he can by nature’s own way. When we try to improve on nature, we sometimes miss a very 
small but important phase in the way of life.

Bud Thurber, partner and manager of purebred ranches, Bridwell Hereford Ranch, Windthorst, Tex. 
(800 purebred Hereford cows): OUR eight years of experience with artificial insemination has shown ad- 
vantages as well as disadvantages. We will discontinue using it as soon as possible. I personally feel that 
these disadvantages far outweigh the advantages: 

1. Poor percent calf crop. Using artificial insemination has caused us to average about 69% where we 
should run 85-90%. But even that doesn’t tell the whole story. Where we used artificial insemination on 
the same cows for five years, we would get only four calves per cow instead of five, because of delayed 
breeding. The first time, even the cows that did settle might calve three months late; the next time, six 
months and so on. 

2. Lack of uniformity in age of the calf crop, because of delayed breeding; and off-season calves are 
very unprofitable. 

3. Extra costs of labor and equipment required in handling range cattle for artificial insemination. 
That's a considerable item. We have to have nine catch pens, for artificial insemination, where we'd 
normally have only two. 

4. The “chousing” the cattle get, in driving them in and out of pens for artificial breeding. That's 
important. 

5. Feed cost is doubled. We normally cake cows on grass (range) in winter. But concentrating the 
cows to handle them for artificial insemination means extra supplement and roughage. 

The advantages: 

1. It will let you go on using a valuable crippled or incapacitated bull, that you otherwise couldn't 
use. 

2. With a real outstanding herd sire, it can be useful. Then it might pay to use him artificially two or 
three years to get some of his sons to use. 

I don’t think artificial insemination can be practical for commercial cow men, because of labor and 
equipment costs and loss of calf crop, etc. 

Our experience with it was not a technician problem; we have had a top-flight technician, and still had 
troubles—more the second and third times cows were bred artificially than the (Continued on page 52)

Some of the bulls being evaluated at the Foraker ranch 
never set foot on the place—because CAR is interested only 
in finding out what the bulls’ calves can do, not what kind 
of gains the bull himself can make. Before any bull is 
ready for the “semi-finals” of CAR’s progeny testing sta- 
tion, however, he must have a good record of his own in 
a production testing program.

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How to 
Crash 
Five Tons 


With irrigation, Texas Experiment Station near Amarillo 
has produced milo yields of slightly less than 3 tons per 
acre in 40-inch rows; nearly 342 tons in 20-inch rows.

Make 12,074 pounds of sorghum grain per acre, 
without fertilizer, on dry land? Jack Swink of Shawnee 
did it last year. It made him Oklahoma’s dryland sorghum 
champion in the national selected S-acre DeKalb Hybrid 
Sorghum Yield Contest. 

This grade A dairyman entered the sorghum yield con- 
test with a bit of misgiving. He didn’t know which way the 
ball would bounce, since he decided to try a new wrinkle 
in sorghum production for the contest. He selected five acres 
of good black bottom land on which barley grew the year 
before and alfalfa two years before that. 

Swink started out by plowing the land in July. It was 
disked in October to kill the winter weeds and tilled with 
a springtooth harrow in April. On May 7, he planted 15 
pounds of DeKalb E-56A per acre with a wheat drill, in rows 
spaced 7.7 inches apart. By June 1, plants were about 12 
inches high and were sprayed with a weed-killing chemical. 

Of course, the tractor wheels mashed some of the plants 
in the spraying process, but they straightened up within a 
week, free of damage. Luckily, Swink had a good season— 
rain every week during the growing period, and no insect 
trouble. By September 1, he moved into the field with his 
self-propelled harvester. And at the end of harvest, Swink 
weighed out an average of a little more than 6 tons of 
sorghum grain per acre on his five selected acres. The 
grain tested 13.6% moisture. 


Harvesting a crop like this was a new venture. But Swink 
reasoned he certainly could harvest what he had grown. 
In harvesting, the 14-foot combine was put in low gear— 
about one mile per hour. But he had to stop now and then 
—to permit the combine to thresh out the high volume of 
grain feeding through the elevator. 

While Swink was plugging away in his jungle of maize, 
his neighbor, Bill Guderion, was also harvesting five se- 
lected acres of grain sorghum planted the same way. His 
yield was 10,496 pounds per acre, on non-irrigated land. 

Yields like Swink’s and Guderion’s are exceptional. But 
with irrigation, Frank Robertson, Panhandle, Tex., averaged 
12,549 pounds of milo per acre. Marc Rucker, Burdett, 
Kans., averaged slightly over 7 tons per acre. 

Well below these record-setting yields are some fertilizer- 
test yields in the South Plains of Texas—where sorghum 
yields seldom hit as high as the upper Panhandle, anyway. 
On mixed land on the Billy Clayton farm (in Lamb County) 
Texas Experiment Station Agronomist Harvey Walker found 
that the maximum net profit per acre of irrigated milo was 
a little more than $14. That was with 6,135 pounds of 
grain per acre. (Heavier rates of fertilizer produced a few 
hundred pounds more grain, but not enough to pay for 
the extra fertilizer.) This best-profit yield came from 80 
pounds of nitrogen and 40 pounds of phosphorus per acre— 
in an area where the customary rate of application, about 40 
pounds of nitrogen and no phosphorus, produced only 
4,758 pounds of milo from an acre. 


At Southwestern Great Plains Field Station, near Ama- 
rillo, Tex., Agronomist K. B. Porter and associates have 
also used narrower rows, planted in grain-drill widths, to get 
premium yields. So far, however, the best yield has been 
only about 342 tons an acre—with 12-inch or 20-inch row 
widths—from irrigated hybrid milo. Yield averages with 
30-inch or 40-inch rows have been about 1,000 pounds less. 
The narrow rows do make weed control extra important be- 
fore the season and (using rotary hoe or spike-toothed har- 
row) during the first week or two after the seedlings come 
up. And they do make fertilizing and irrigation timing 
more critical. [End] 
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More About New 
Hog Marketing Assn. 


TEXAS Hog Marketing Assn.—which 
we told you about in our April issue 
—is getting up steam now. The group 
has hired a skilled grader—John Nee- 
ly, of Burleson—and made an in- 
formal marketing contract with Neu- 
hoff Packing Co. of Dallas. Mem- 
bers will pool their hogs on Thurs- 
days at Waco, the only shipping point 
set up so far, for hauling to the Neu- 
hoff plant. There each owner's hogs 
will be tattooed before slaughtering, 
and each owner will be paid for his 
hogs on a carcass-value basis, after 
they're slaughtered. With the asso- 
ciation’s own grader in the plant as 
the hogs come through, each con- 
signee knows he’s getting a fair grad- 
ing job, and Neely can tell him in de- 
tail why his hogs were graded No. | 
or No. 2. 

The association president, Jay Na- 
man, of Waco, told about the new hog 
marketing and education organization 
at the Swine Short Course at Texas 
A&M College this month, and has 
prepared a descriptive brochure of the 
group’s organization and objectives.

Bull Nettles Out; 
Cow Grazing In 


SIX “new” acres of grass—at a cost 
of $2.20 an acre for material. That's 
what Albert Deusman, Denton Coun- 
ty, Tex., figures he got by spraying a 
weed-infested pasture with 2,4,5-T last 
year. 

Bull nettles had moved in, cows had 
moved out of Deusman’s native pas- 
tures. “There was a lot of grass in 
those pastures,” Deusman explains, 
“but the cows refused to go after it.” 

Deusman used from one quart of 
the chemical per acre, spraying the 
entire pasture in April with a tractor 
rig. 

A few miles away, in Wise County, 
Stanley Carruthers used the same trick 
to reclaim some sandy-land pastures 
so badly infested with the nettles the 
cows wouldn't go near them. He first 
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tried oil sprays, but new sprouts kept 
coming back. When he switched to 
2,4,5-T, applied in June with a hand- 
spray rig to the nettle patches, he got 
100% kill. Within three weeks, any 
roots of the nettles he dug up were 
soured and dead. There was no re- 
infestation, 

Carruthers’ cost: $11.68 for 10 
acres, plus 24 hours labor. 


Super-Highway Robbery? 


HAVE you wondered why the nation’s 
super-highway program costs so much, 
runs out of money so fast, and keeps 
requiring more and more taxes? (An 
extra gasoline tax of two cents a gal- 
lon was imposed last year; another 
half-cent a gallon will probably be 
voted in this year.) 


This photo (above) is part of the 
answer. This expensive super-highway 
overpass —in Ellis County, Tex. — 
dead-ends on one side into a plowed 
field, on the other into one property 
owner’s driveway. It serves no other 
purpose—except the convenience of 
the property owner on one side and 
the farm operator on the other. Other- 
wise, they’d have to drive one mile 
north or one mile south to the next 
overpass. For the occasional con- 
venience of these two property own- 
ers, taxpayers are paying at least $100,- 
000 they shouldn't have to pay for 
this overpass—and the federal super- 
highway program keeps going nearly 
bankrupt and requiring more taxes. 

The single property on the west 
side of this overpass is cashing in 
on his windfall, however — offering 


frontage on his property for sale for 
industrial sites—made possible by the 
taxpayers’ expensive gift. 


New Weed-Killer Coming 


YOU may get a chance, this season, 
to try out the newest chemical weed- 
killer for cotton: Dicryl, made by Ni- 
agara Chemical Co. Dicryl's place will 
be for post-emergence weed control— 
the place older chemicals fall down 
most often. 

Louisiana Experiment Station's W. 
K. Porter says his station has found 
Dicryl “very promising.” Applied to 
cotton that’s 7 to 10 days old, in a 
“semi-directed manner” (so that the 
spray is aimed away from the young 
leaves of the cotton), it has given good 
control of annual weeds. And Porter 
believes it can be done with no hazard 
to the cotton. He's had to use a sec- 
ond application, 7 days later, to get 
the control, however. 

Mississippi Experiment Station's 
Vernon Harris is less enthusiastic a- 
bout the new chemical. In his tests, 
he’s had to spray three times to get 
good enough kill of weeds, and the 
Dicryl has caused some stunting of 
the cotton. 

In Mississippi, King and Anderson 
plantation’s Harris Barnes calls Dicry! 
“one of the most amazing chemicals 
for weed control that I've ever wit- 
nessed.” In his 1959 experience, it 
took out all annual grasses with no 
injury to the cotton, even when ap- 
plied broadcast. Best thing about a 
chemical like Dicryl, Barnes figures, 
is that it can be mixed in with his 
regular insecticide spray to kill an- 
nual grasses and thrips in the same 
Operation. 


Bob White Whopper 
MYRTLE is one weary quail. She 
has laid nearly an egg a day for the 
past year—353 eggs in 365 days, to 
be exact. In case you're not up on 
quail lore, that’s pretty good for a 
bob white hen. It’s a record, in fact 
—previous record was 334 eggs in a 
year.

FEEDING:

OU furnish the cattle, Diamond J furnishes the know-how. 
That's the way the contract feedlot, at Daingerfield, Tex., 
is set up to handle at least 5,000 head of cattle now— 
more later on. It’s one of the few in that part of the 

country. 

At a daily charge of five cents per head, plus feed, Diamond 
J Feed and Cattle Co. makes the contract operation attractive 
to packers like Neuhoff Packing Co., with 2,200 calves on feed 
in the lots. 

With the big initial investment it takes in modern feeding facil- 
ities for cattle, the feedlot’s manager, C. M. Cadenhead, figures 
more cattlemen will be turning their calves over to “beef fac- 
tories” like his. And efficient feed buying and ration planning 
makes the cost of feed per pound of beef in such custom-feed- 
ing operations less than it costs many private feeding operations. 
When feeding margins get narrow—as they seem likely to be 
this year—that makes a lot of difference. 


Highly profitable sideline for the feedlot operation is the 
processed manure it sells—in sacks with its own brand name. 
The manure dehydrating plant at the feedlot has a capacity of 
more than 8 tons of processed manure daily. Since about 35% 
of all feed used in the pens can be retrieved in the form of 
salable manure (retailing for about three cents a pound) they 
can keep the dehydrating plant in full operation with 4,000 
to 5,000 calves on feed. 

Diamond J first dries the raw manure in a kiln, heated with 
natural gas. (Processing kills weed and grass seed in the 
manure.) Then it’s ground in a hammermill and transferred 
to storage bins, for sacking in 25- or 50-pound bags. 


Diamond J—organized by Galen Johnson, Albert Tarbutton 
and W. M. Watson—is a highly efficient, mass-production plant. 
It operates a modern 40-ton-per-hour feed mill, equipped with 
the latest feed processing equipment and is almost entirely a 
push-button operation. Bulk trucks haul mixed feed from mill 
to feed bunks at the feeding pens. And Diamond J keeps accu- 
rate records of feed consumption and gains of each pen (70 to 80 
calves) so the owner will know what that batch of calves is doing. 

Grain has to be hauled in from West Texas or Kansas, since 
Daingerfield—in East Texas—is not in a grain-producing area. 
But Diamond J is building storage bins for 75,000 bushels of 
grain, to help cut feed costs. That way, a lot of the grain can be 
bought at lowest harvest-season prices. 


When your cattle have finished their 90- to 120-day fatten- 
ing period in the feedlots, Diamond J will even market them for 
you, if you wish. As Diamond J’s president, Galen Johnson 
points out, you can be a cattle feeder without ever seeing your 
own Cattle. [End] 
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ONTRACT farming—a dirty word a few years ago 
-—is actually just another kind of financing. It's no more 
“slavery” than other kinds as long as it involves only a part 
of your financing. 

As the cost of “variable resources”—feed, animal stock 
(or chicks), veterinary supplies, etc.—gets higher, more 
producers fear risking their limited cash and “fixed re- 
sources”—land, buildings, equipment, machinery. Contract 
financing furnishes those “variable resources.” 

Here’s an example of how contract financing would work 
with a small, 3,000-layer commercial egg operation: 

Pullets: 3,000—costing $2 each $6,000 

Feed: Advance for first month of laying 

(Later feed costs to be met by egg receipts) 500 


Total: $6,500 

The contractor assumes the financing and the risk for 
this $6,500 cash outlay. For a flock of this size, the pro- 
ducer would have about $5,650 invested in “fixed re- 
sources”—laying and brooder houses and equipment, etc. 
Under a typical contract, his income would be 5 cents per 
dozen eggs, received from the contractor. 

(Interest cost on this investment of $5,650 would be 
about $1,200 for a three-year period—making a total of 
$6,850 to be repaid in 12 quarterly payments, of $571 per 
repayment. This could be financed through conventional 
bank loan, FHA Title I loan, Production Credit Assn., 
Credit Union, Farmers Home Administration or other 
sources. It may also be financed by the contractor through 
trade credit, but this is unusual.) 

With average good management, his income should be 
something like this: 

September, with 30% lay, $120; October, with 50% lay, 
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$180; November, with 60% lay, $225; December, with 65% 
lay, $240; January, with 70% lay, $270; March, with 65% 
lay, $240; April, with 60% lay, $225; May, with 55% lay, 
$195; June, with 50% lay, $180; July, with 45% lay, $165; 
August, with 40% lay, $150. Total income for the first 
year: $2,460. 


But expenses—interest and repayment of the $5,650 in- 
vestment in “fixed resources”—would be $2,284 for this 
first year. So practically all of the first three years’ in- 
come has to go for repayment on fixed resources. It’s 
very easy to see the financial squeeze on growers who bor- 
rowed money for fixed resources and have to risk this bor- 
rowing on the “open market,” especially in poultry. Other 
crops and livestock financing may be less risky, but—for 
many of them, too—contract financing looks more appealing 
as interest rates get higher and net income from many farm 
products gets lower. 

(How far has contract production and marketing gone in 
other kinds of farming? Texas A&M College’s Dept. of 
Agricultural Economics estimates that 10 to 20% of all 
fed cattle slaughtered in the country come from some form 
of integrated arrangement; 20 to 50% of all cattle and 
calves fed commercially in Texas are fed under some in- 
tegrated arrangement. Although most major packing com- 
panies and major feed companies have integration programs 
for hogs, only a small percent of all hogs produced in the 
nation are under contract. More than 90% of the vegetables 
produced for canning and freezing in the U.S. are now 
grown under some form of contract, but only a small per- 
centage of the vegetables for fresh market are under con- 
tract. About the only integration in grain and cotton pro- 
duction is in seed production, although interest in contract 
cotton growing is developing. )

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VER think of being a researcher? New Mexico farmers are. 
They've set up over 1,400 on-farm demonstrations in 31 of 
the state’s 32 counties, during the past five years, in cooperation with 

New Mexico State University. 
These farmers take research findings from NMSU labs and testing 
D it plots, and try them on their own farms and ranches. Tests include 
oO -= everything from small fruit varieties to control of insects and range 
cactus. Farmers then adopt findings which their own tests show will 

make them the most money. 

This “take-research-to-the-farm” idea originated with the New 
y ig Mexico farmers, and they’re making it work. “They're the ones who 
ourse deserve the credit for this ‘trail-blazing’ program,” points out Dr. P. J. 
Leyendecker, assistant dean of agriculture, NMSU. Farmers provide 
the test plots—S to 10 acres—labor and much of the equipment. 


NMSU staffers and county agents give technical aid. Many com- 

Proof at the mercial firms supply seed, chemicals, fertilizers and other supplies 
As a starter, interested farmers and ranchers attend a planning ses- 
sion called by the local county agent. The chief agricultural problems 
of the county are studied, and farmers indicate which research findings 

bad they wish to try out on their farms. 
ractice The cooperator-farmer’s test plot is planted, tilled, irrigated and 
harvested like the rest of the field. Neighbor farmers drop by fre- 
quently to observe progress of each demonstration. 

Most on-farm demonstrations are set up by an expert, in a series of 
six plots, including a check plot. When plots are harvested and yields 
determined, the farmer finds out exactly which crop variety, practice 
or fertilizer pays off best under conditions on his farm and in his area. 
Thus far, most of New Mexico's principal crops—corn, sorghum, 
alfalfa, chili peppers, cotton—have been checked through this self- 
help program. 

Factual information obtained from this kind of program has in- 
creased the use of fertilizer 70% since the program started. It's now 
about 40,000 tons a year. Furthermore, Leyendecker can issue what 
amounts to general crop and fertilizer recommendations that apply 
to farmers within the area where on-farm tests were made. Even 
farmers can use results of these field tests in setting up their own fer- 
tilization and cropping programs. [End]

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AKING money in the hog business by trust- 
ing to luck is sorta like trying to prepare stove wood with- 
out work. It can't be done. That’s the reasoning of A. L. 
Sears, experienced hog farmer of Parker County, Tex. 

This veteran stockman has produced hogs since 1942. 
But he hasn't always produced high-quality, well-muscled, 
top-dollar meaty carcasses. He's saying now that “You've 
gotta have hogs which produce the kind of pork consumers 
want, manage and feed ‘em properly, and then sell strictly 
on a merit basis” to get into the money. 

The idea of selling on a merit basis (direct to a Fort 
Worth packer) came to Sears about two years ago when 
he started developing a fine herd of Hampshires. His 
hogs have the essentials for profitable pork production— 
good body length, width, depth, firmness and backfat thick- 
ness ranging from 1.5 to 1.7 inches. These are the factors 
that determine yield of the four lean primal cuts— ham, 
loin, picnic and Boston butt. And they make up about 60% 
or more of the value of a hog 

Being convinced of these facts, Sears changed his method 
of selling hogs. He now sells on the merit basis—dressing 
percentage and yield of the four lean cuts. He reasons 
that hogs meeting grade specifications for any one govern- 
ment grade may vary considerably in the yield of primal 
cuts. The best meat-type hogs will yield 37%, live weight, 
of the four lean cuts. The fattest ones will yield about 30% 
or less. 

With this difference in yield of primal cuts, Sears figured 
that each percentage difference in the value between 37% 
hogs and 30% hogs should draw a premium. And it does 
with some packers—25 to 30 cents per hundred pounds live 
weight. That means a premium of $3.50 to $4 on a 200- 
pound hog. Of course, the value between the best meat- 
type hog and the fattest one will vary according to the 
difference between the value of lean cuts and value of fats. 
By selling on the basis of dressing percentage and yield of 
primal cuts, Sears pockets the exact value of the carcass. 
His hogs dress out an average of 72%, compared to the 
normal average of 69%. For each percentage difference, he 
gets 15 cents extra per hundred pounds live weight, or 
90 cents extra for each 200-pound hog. His hogs also

average 34.5% live weight, for the four lean cuts, or 1.5% 
above the basis for daily bids. This percentage difference 
brings Sears an additional 90-cent premium for a 200- 
pound hog, based on the current value of 30 cents for 
each percentage difference above the buying basis. 

rhis method of selling gives Sears about $1.80 extra for 
each 200-pound hog (see table below). It means an extra 
$9,000 a year based on his average sale of 5,000 head of 
hogs a year. However, he puts the pressure on during the 
four-week period before Christmas by selling a large 
number of 190-pound hogs, because of good prices for 
lightweights demanded during that period.

Congressman Bruce Alger 


OUR QUESTION: You've said the 
cost and condition of the federal sup- 
port program for farm products is 
building resentment among non-farm 
voters, and could cause Congress to 
rebel against the entire farm program. 
You are one of the urban congress- 
men, who do represent the big ma- 
jority in Congress, and who could 
vote to drastically cut or abandon 
large parts of the farm support pro- 
gram and other farm programs. Do 
you think this is likely to happen soon? 
Would you join with such a move? 


MR. ALGER’S ANSWER: No, 
and I don’t know any in Congress who 
would adopt any such “let them eat 
cake” attitude. I have advocated and 
will continue to push for a progressive 
lowering of price supports to the point 
where they'll protect the efficient 
farmer against disaster, but won't of- 
fer any incentive to the marginal pro- 
ducer to keep on growing unneeded 
crops for government storage. 


QUESTION: Why do you think 
this attitude is developing? 
A: I don’t believe any “anti-farmer” 
attitude, as such, is developing—I be- 
lieve Americans have always opposed 
taxpayer support of any particular 
group or segment of our economy, 
unless that support was related to na- 
tional defense or some other really 
vital national need. 

That attitude isn’t changing—the 
circumstances have changed, radically, 
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“Let them eat cake”? 


Exclusive FARM AND RANCH interview with Texas’ 


Republican congressman, Bruce Alger 


since a wartime Congress voted for 
price supports in the first place. We 
needed food and fibre desperately at 
that time—it was to meet the whole 
nation’s need, not the needs of farm- 
ers only, that our people went along 
on an incentive program of price sup- 
ports. Few citizens in any walk of life 
could be convinced today of any cry- 
ing need for greater production of 
cotton, corn, or wheat! And, for the 
life of me, I don’t know why every- 
body should have to cough up part 
of their own earnings to support some- 
body else’s efforts to earn a living! 


QUESTION: Do you think resent- 
ment of the cost of farm programs is 
justified? 

A: Yes, I do, though it’s certainly true 
that farmers didn’t get into their pres- 
ent fix all by themselves. They've 
been led and “promised” into it. Con- 
sequently, our move to extricate them, 
and ourselves, from this mess 
shouldn’t be abrupt. But we should 
proceed gradually but resolutely to- 
ward freeing agriculture from govern- 
ment assistance and control. 


QUESTION: Do you think farm 
groups themselves are contributing to 
this attitude among urban congress- 
men? How? 

A: Yes, by their bland assumption 
that the government (all taxpayers) 
have some responsibility for guaran- 
teeing anybody a “fair share” of the 
national income. The very concept 
of “parity” assumes that the economic 
balance between different groups in 
this country was at some particular 
time what it “ought” to be. I wonder 
what the “fair share” ought to be to- 
day for buggywhip craftsmen and 
lamplighters, now that far fewer of 
them can more than meet any demand 
for their products or services. 


QUESTION: Secretary Benson 
has been accused of trying to sabotage 
the present farm program—by making 
it look so bad that there would be a 
widespread rebellion against the en- 
tire farm program. Do you think 
there’s any justification for the charge? 


A: It strikes me that there has been a 
progressively worsening farm problem 
under a number of Agriculture Sec- 
retaries now, and just because some- 
body predicts bad conditions which 
then come about certainly doesn’t 
mean he causes them. As a crew 
member on a leaky boat, I might do 
all I could with a bailing bucket and 
still sink. But I'd sure hate to have 
others, who refused my advice about 
repairing the leaks, then claim that I 
drowned just to make them look bad! 


QUESTION: Who do you think is 
responsible for the present condition 
of the farm price support program? 
A: Not “who”—but what. Farm tech- 
nology has advanced as rapidly as im- 
provement in any other field. It just 
takes fewer farmers every year to 
meet our demands for food and fibre. 
As in any other business, when supply 
exceeds demand, only the efficient can 
successfully compete. Marginal com- 
petitors must get into other produc- 
tive endeavors. I’m convinced that 
efficient farmers can operate profit- 
ably right now, and without price sup- 
ports. Certainly more emphasis should 
be placed on our efforts to encourage 
and help marginal farmers to get situ- 
ated in other occupations. I think Ben- 
son has tried to help in this direction. 


QUESTION: You have said that 
you favor doing away with all kinds of 
supports and federal subsidies for 
other industries as well as for agricul- 
ture, and returning to complete de- 
pendence on a free market system. 
Do you think there are many other 
congressmen and voters who agree 
with you? 

A: I certainly do. We've been too long 
engaged in this political warfare be- 
tween pressure groups, each trying to 
gain special advantage at somebody 
else’s expense. Most of the people 
I talk to, whether farmers, veterans, 
businessmen, or what have you, want 
nothing from the government other 
than to be let alone to do the best 
they know how at providing for them- 
selves. 
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QUESTION: Public Law 480 is not 
entirely an agricultural program, al- 
though it is considered such. You 
have indicated you don’t approve of 
the law as it now operates. What do 
you think is wrong with it? 

A: No, it certainly isn’t entirely an 
agricultural program—in fact, one of 
the most dubious things about P. L. 
480, it seems to me, is its barter pro- 
vision which I believe has actually 
stifled cash sales of American produce 
abroad. Too often, it seems to me, 
we have simply swapped surplus cot- 
ton, for instance, for some so-called 
strategic material that is. also really 
in surplus here already. 


QUESTION: Would you vote to 
suspend it (P. L. 480) altogether now? 


A: No, though I would overhaul or 
eliminate the barter provision. I 
wouldn't vote to kill the whole pro- 
gram unless and until I had a better 
plan ready to dispose of some of the 
market-depressing surpluses we have 
already accumulated. Remember, 
these surplus giveaways will remain 
completely futile unless we quit en- 
couraging the production of still great- 
er surpluses. Now we're right back to 


price supports. 
QUESTION: Most of the present 


subsidy (support and control) program 
for agriculture was put into effect 
after the Korean War. What do you 
think would have happened if it had 
never been put into effect at all? 

A: Faced with mounting surpluses 
and consequent price breaks, I dare- 
say even greater numbers of folks 
from rural areas would have sought 
to enter industry. With lower farm 
production (greater per farmer, 
though) and greater demand for in- 
dustrial jobs, both farm price and 
wage rates would have tended to sta- 
bilize. The efficient farmer who re- 
mains would benefit most of all, be- 
cause you can mark this down: for 
every person who makes this switch 
(from producer to consumer of agri- 
cultural products) the price for farm 
products will tend to go up, and the 
prices of those manufactured items 
the farmer needs and uses will tend 
to go down. 

Does this sound calloused or un- 
feeling? Put this in your hat: any 
time the government attempts by fiat 
or artificial control to impede the 
mobility of people—to alleviate their 
need to move about or change pur- 
suits as they seek to work out their 
own economic destiny, as waves of 
immigrants and generations of pion- 
eers before us have done—the gov- 
ernment, like the fellow sawing legs 
off the table to level it up, is going to 
create more new problems than it 
solves! [End]

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However, the committee warns that egg 
prices late this year or early next year may 
get high enough to cause an overexpansion of 
egg production a few months later on. 

Farm egg prices will average 31-32 cents 
for this period (April-June), the committee 
predicts. (They were 26 cents during same pe- 
riod last year.) In the next quarter (July- 
Sept.) they'll average 35-34 cents, ending 
the year at an average of 536-57 cents. (They 
averaged 31 cents during the last half of 
59.) 

Reason for the less rosy outlook for 
next year,with this year's high prices en- 
couraging overproduction then, is that the 
early-1960 cutback in size of laying flocks 
has been overdone. 

Broilers, the committee predicts, will 
average 16-17 cents for this quarter (April- 
June) and marketings will be about 3% smaller 
than last year. Price outlook for remainder 
of year is uncertain, however—depending on 
what happens in chick placements during this 
quarter. 

Turkey outlook is not so good, as the 
committee sees it. Turkey supplies for the 
holidays will be more than 8% higher than last 
year's, resulting in prices averaging 1 to 2 
cents lower than the 23-24 cents of last year.

Somewhat ruffled by sugges- 
tions (in FARM AND RANCH and some other 
publications) that the association is 
contradicting itself in asking for tariff 
protection, ANCA insists that the request 
is consistent, because tariff protection 
is not paid for with taxpayers’ dollars. 





TOO MUCH FAT can do a lot of damage to 
beef heifers carrying it around, but 
probably not to mature beef cows, Okla.

Operations Are Safe 


SHIVERING with dread, Mrs. T. 
asked, “Doctor, do I have any chance 
of pulling through?” 

“Any chance?” I looked at her 
closely. “Mrs. T., your operation is 
removal of a diseased gall bladder, an 
operation done daily in hospitals. Of 
course, you will come through it all 
right.” 

I quickly learned that an aunt had 
died following surgery, and to Mrs. 
T’s mind a trip to the operating room 
was about as hazardous as a trip to 
the moon. “And how long ago was 
this?” I asked. 

“Twenty-five years,” she said. 

“A generation ago gall bladder re- 
moval was a rather safe operation, 
but, like most surgery, it is twice as 
safe now as it was then. Your chances 
for recovery are at least 199 in 200.” 

Mrs. T. wisely decided to have the 
operation. The risk of living with her 
diseased gall bladder was much greater 
than any danger of surgery. 

A network of precautions was 
thrown about her, however, as it is 
for every such patient. She had a com- 
plete physical examination before the 
big day, with special studies and tests 
of the heart and lungs. Her blood 
type was determined, and, although 
she didn’t use them, bottles of blood 
were labelled and ready. The an- 
esthetic was given by an expert who 
understood beforehand her special 
problems. Medicine to relax and dry 
up secretions was given before the 
anesthetic. A breathing tube was deft- 
ly placed into the patient's wind-pipe 
after she was asleep to assure her of 
adequate air. Oxygen was given with 
the anesthetic. An electronic machine 
indicated throughout surgery the 
working of the heart. The surgeon 
and the team working with him did 
their jobs with precision. During the 
period of waking, the patient was in 
a recovery room where trained per- 
sons with special equipment were 
ready to meet any emergency. 

On the day Mrs. T. left the hos- 
pital, I described the services that had 
been available. She admitted that the 
extra safety was worth the cost.

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The Lord's Table 


by Walter R. Courtenay, D.D. 


AT this season of the year, when the 
wheat under the Midas touch of na- 
ture becomes pure gold, and the grape- 
vine makes the miracle of turning 
water into wine a simple thing, I am 
conscious of the meaning of three 
things: God’s Table, God’s Bread and 
God’s Wine. 

Every table where men eat marks 
the basis of all life, the laying down 
of life that life may be. Trees die 
that tables may be born. Everything 
on a table from snowy cloth to bread 
and drink is death dedicated to the 
creating of new life. We cannot live 
without death. 

Always when I come to the Table 
of the Upper Room, I understand a 
little better what tables try to teach us 
all. When I take bread, be it at daily 
meals or at His special one, I re- 
member that only wheat beaten to 
dust creates the loaf, and only when 
Jesus was beaten tc fine dust was 
the Bread of God ready for men to 
eat. That is what He meant when He 
said, “Take, eat, this is my body 
broken for you.” He who once said, 
“I am the Bread of God,” understood 
how loaves are made. Therefore I 
” say, 

“Be gentle— 
When you touch bread. 
Let it not lie 
Uncared for—unwanted. 
So often bread 
Is taken for granted.... 
Be gentle— 
When you touch bread.” 

And when He said, “This cup is the 
new covenant in my blood,” He was 
remembering that this is a_ thirsty 
world. Men drink to live. Men drink 
to die. Men drink to remember. Men 
drink to forget. But there is wine that 
warms without penalty and delights 
without destroying. It is God's Wine, 
made from the love of Him who is 
also God’s Vine. He who drinks God’s 
Wine staggers not nor laughs with-

first. We are of the opinion that it 
causes cows to become shy breeders; 
we lose a percentage of top-producing 
cows each year for this reason. 


Solution in Sight? 


LOW conception rates—meaning too 
many herds with calf crop averages 
below 70%—have been one of the 
problems with artificial insemination 
in Armour’s BCI program. Users of 
Armour’s BCI service seem to like 
the advantage—bulls with outstanding 
gain-producing ability—-enough to 
overlook the disadvantage. One big 
customer —K. S. Adams ranch in 
Osage County, Okla.—will use it for 
2,000 cows this year. 

But Codding-Armour Research isn’t 
satisfied with low conception rates. 


An ambitious, well-organized CAR 
program will soon get under way to 
find out more about beef cows’ heat 
periods, and how more artificially-bred 
cows can be settled. 

Part of the problem in artificial 
breeding—points out CAR’s co-man- 
ager, Don Codding—is that it’s so 
hard to spot every cow every time she 
comes in heat. Even the best tech- 
nician can spot only about 70% of 
the cows in heat, and can get only 
about 60% of those settled the first 
time. That means only 42% of the 
“eligible” cows breed —the rest of 
them will have to be bred the next 
time—or third or fourth time—they 
come in heat. The Controlled Estrus 
research program is expected to find 
better ways of detecting each cow 
when she does come in heat. 

Will BCI pay off? In the long run, 
in producing feeder calves that'll be 
more efficient in the feedlot and dress 
out to more consumer-appealing re- 
tail cuts of beef, Don Codding and 
Armour & Co. have no doubt that it 
will. In the short run, for individual 
commercial cow men, in extra dollars 
from the calf crop, it’s too soon to 
say for sure. This year’s calf crop 
should tell the story. [End]

rates themselves qualify for the rug- 
ged Codding-Armour “eliminations” 
in the progeny testing herd. 

Each bull which is ready for pro- 
geny-test evaluation is bred artificially 
(usually) to one of 30 or so sire-test 
groups of cows on the Codding ranch. 
The 30 cow groups, of 30 cows each, 
are divided up so that each group 
is about the same; the average cow 
in one group would (with the same 
sire) produce just about the same 
kind of calf as the average cow in 
another group. Whatever differences 
there may be in each group of calves 
will be due to the sire, not the cows. 

Then, by stages, each bull is pro- 
geny-tested this way: 

@ All adjusted weaning weights of 
the calves of each sire-test group are 
recorded. A bull whose 20 to 25 
calves (in this group) scored low on 
weaning weights would flunk out at 
this stage. 

@ Top 50% of the heifer calves 
from each sire-test group go into the 
cow herd, for testing of mothering 
ability inherited through their sire. 
This long-range phase of the test, tak- 
ing an extra generation, is perhaps 


the most important of all for range 
herd sires. Eventually, it'll furnish a 
sure way of breeding maximum milk- 
producing and mothering ability into 
every calf through both sire and dam. 


@ Bulls and steers from each sire- 
test group go into feedlot (photos on 
page 17) for rate-of-gain test on full 
feed. Any sire whose calves show up 
poorly here would flunk out, too. 


@ Then some of the steers from 
each group are slaughtered for com- 
plete carcass evaluation. This is the 
final progeny-test screening for each 
bull—to make sure he doesn’t produce 
“thin elephants’—calves which get 
fastest gains at the expense of edible 
beef on their bones. This carcass 
evaluation of the progeny eliminates 
sires who hand down low dressing per- 
cent, low percentage of preferred cuts 
or low degree of meat tenderness to 
their calves. 

Then the bulls which have come 
through all these eliminations with 
the highest ratings are ready for Ar- 
mour’s BCI stud—or for any breeder 
who's lucky enough to own one of 
them for his own herd. [End] 
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Fast Ways 
to finish up 


CONVERTED LP-gas “bottle” (portable metal tank) 
saves us a weary job when any of our rolling equip- 
ment gets a flat tire in the field. It’s our standby air-pres- 
sure supply to re-inflate flat tires enough so we can drive 
on them a while. 
We welded a tire valve into the “bottle,” then added a tire- 
filling hose. The bottle is filled with air under pressure, and 
taken to the vehicle to supply air.—S. Clark, Fila. 


FOR A SIMPLE filter for an open water source (such as an 
open spring, etc.) use a 10-gallon milk can. Punch three 
rows of equally-spaced holes near the bottom of the can 
(with an 8 or 10-penny nail). Then use small rocks to fill 
the can to the point just below the top row of holes. Pour 
several inches of clean sand over the rocks. Dip water from 
the top of the can after it has stood in the water. 

This filtering wouldn’t remove chemical impurities, or 
make the water safe to drink, of course, but would make 
it clear enough to use in radiators, etc. 


TRACTOR REEL speeds up the job of taking down barbed 
wire fence. A homemade metal reel is fastened in a frame 
on the hydraulic lift of the tractor. The barbed wire can 
be easily wound up on the reel. For unrolling wire to put 
up another fence, simply tie one end of the wire to a post 
and drive the tractor along the new fence line. The reels 
store easily and don’t get tangled.

Sows with central air-conditioning, yet! That's the way it is at Sam 
Rabb’s place, near Llano, Tex. Each sow that’s farrowing or suckling 
small pigs gets a constant torrent of cooled air around her snout and 
head during hot weather. 

Rabb’s central farrowing house is wide open in front and partly 
opened in the back during warm weather, to get the most from 
natural breezes. But for year-around farrowing, even that’s not enough. 
So Rabb hooked up an evaporative cooler (it’s outside the end wall 
in photo at top) with a shopmade duct system. When water's turned 
on in the cooler, and the squirrel-cage fan is turning, a little hurricane 
of cooled, damp air blows out of each vent opening. And each vent 
is placed so that, as the sow lies in the metal farrowing crate, the head 
gets the flow of air. 


The result, Rabb finds, is sows that are much more comfortable, 
even in the hottest weather, and less likely to stir around and injure 
the pigs. Since it’s the sow’s head that suffers most from heat, the 
cooler air reaches her where it does the most good. Even the pigs, 
however—lying at the sow’s side—are cooled by the air. 

Rabb’s evaporative cooler unit—which does the cooling for the 
entire house—is an ordinary residential window unit. (It probably 
wouldn’t work as well in areas with higher summertime humidity. The 
dry air at Llano makes it work well there.) 


Rabb made some savings in the ductwork for the system by getting 
some second-hand metal. Total cost, for the cooler unit and ductwork 
for the eight-sow house, normally would run about $250. Operating 
cost is almost negligible, since it takes little electricity to turn the blower 
during the daytime hours when it’s on, and a recirculating pump in the 
cooler unit keeps it from needing more than a few gallons of water a 
day. 
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How to get a personal bank loan 


WOULD you like to obtain a personal bank loan, but afraid 
you'll be turned down? 

There’s no need to stew and fret, because banks make 
no secret of the procedure they follow in handling loan ap- 
plications. Knowing their procedure, you can have a pretty 
good idea in advance of how you’d make out. 

Actually, banks approve about 90% of all requests for 
consumer loans. But since this may still leave you wonder- 
ing whether you'd be among the other 10%, here is a 
short checklist that should tell whether you will qualify. 

The key questions banks are concerned about when you 
come to them for a personal loan, according to the Amer- 
ican Bankers Association, are these: 

1. Will you have any trouble meeting the monthly pay- 
ments out of your present income? 

Two yardsticks are commonly used by banks in deciding 
whether you have sufficient income to carry the loan com- 
fortably. One specifies that monthly payments on the new 
loan, together with those on other installment obligations, 
excluding mortgage payments, should not generally exceed 
15 to 20% of your monthly income after taxes. The other, 
which has to do with the total amount of your installment 
debt, specifies that this total usually should not run more 
than one-fourth of your yearly after-taxes income. 

2. Is your present income likely to continue until the loan 
is paid off? 

The bank’s main concern here is that the borrower is not 
the kind of person who drifts from one job to another and 
meanwhile doesn’t take care of his financial obligations. 


3. Are you reasonably prompt in paying your bills? 

This item will explain, at least in part, why a $75-a-week 
farm worker may be able to walk into a bank and borrow 
$500 to buy a boat, while a $7,500-a-year ranch boss, who's 
been giving his creditors a hard time, is likely to be turned 
down on a $300 loan to consolidate some debts. 

To complete your “credit picture” banks also ask you 
background questions concerned with your life insurance 
and bank accounts, the persons who are dependent on you, 
length of time you've lived at your present address, and 
other matters. The crucial questions, however, are the 
three above. If you can answer them affirmatively, this will 
demonstrate your ability and willingness to repay the loan. 

Other things worth knowing about bank consumer loans 
are these: 

@ Though most loans are made for the purpose of en- 
abling the borrower to consolidate his debts, they are given 
for any worthwhile purpose. 

@ The loans are available to depositors and non-de- 
positors alike. 

@ They are made mostly on the borrower's own sig- 
nature. 

@ You can expect the bank’s decision on your applica- 
tion generally within 24 hours. 

@ Cost of the loan is only $4 to $6 a year for each $100 
borrowed. 

@ Even a single bank loan, however small, will help you 
build up your “bank standing,” one of the most valuable 
assets anyone can have.

How Lubbock FFA Farm teaches practical farming 
to boys who are practically farmers 


i UBBOC K, Texas’ two high schools 
boast one of the most practical farms, 
for vocational agriculture training, in 
the country. Just a short distance out 
of town, the Lubbock FFA Farm is 
only 27 acres. But it’s operated as a 
money-making commercial farm, at 
the same time it’s used for teaching 
practical farm management to some 
160 “ag” students. 

In a county where there are as many 
commercial farmers living inside the 
city limits as out, it’s not unusual for 
the best FFA members to live on 
prim city lots. Most of Lubbock’s 
“ag” boys don’t live on farms—even 
though their dads may own farm land. 
The school is the only place they can 
really be farm boys. 

There are four teachers for Lub- 

bock’s ag departments, but the farm 
has its own full-time 
manager. There’s room, 
housing and equipment 
on the place for livestock 
and poultry owned by in- 
dividual boys. But the 
farm itself is operated as 
a single, economic unit 
—where practical farm 
management skills can be 
demonstrated for and 
practiced by the boys. 
Income from the crops 
finances new buildings 
and improvements need- 
ed on the place. 


The farm’s brood sows, laying hens, 
turkeys, ewes and irrigated cotton are 
owned by the school. The boys work 
with the crop and these livestock for 
educational, not money-making, ob- 
jectives. As far as practical, the live- 
stock and crop management tech- 
niques and equipment used are about 
the same the boys would be using on 
their own commercial farms in the 
Lubbock area. Calves and sows are 
selected with an eye to today’s de- 
mands for type, economical gaining 
ability and market preference. Poul- 
try is managed 1960 style. Teachers 
Olan Rice, Jack Barton, Tom Neely 
and Waylon Carroll maintain the farm 
as an outdoor classroom, not a show 
place. And Lubbock’s vo-ag boys will 
be trained young farmers by the time 
they leave school.

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Millions 
For The Birds 


FEATHERS are flying thicker this 
spring over bird pests—especially 
blackbirds. Whether the blackbird 
population is “exploding,” as some 
rice growers claim, or not, anger over 
their mushrooming damage is mount- 
ing. 

In the southeast Arkansas county 
of Chicot, estimates rice grower Clif- 
ton Powell, blackbirds cost farmers 
$234,600—about $27.60 an acre each 
year. Farmers there organized their 
own blackbird counter-attack, with the 
Arkansas Crop Savers Assn. 

It has been tough going, however, 
Powell admits. Losses in newly-plant- 
ed and maturing grain still amount to 
10% of the crop, in spite of use of 
scare guns, shotguns, low flying planes 
and rifles. About the only trick the 
group has found effective, however, 
is aerial spraying of the birds’ roosts 
with the hazardous-to-humans poison, 
TEPP (tetra ethyl pyrophosphate). 

One catch with this idea, however 
(besides the danger of drift to any live- 
stock nearby), is that “protected” birds 
-—such as doves or quail—might be 
roosting or nesting near the blackbirds’ 
roosts. And killing even one “pro- 
tected” bird, even accidentally, is il- 
legal. Game wardens—prodded by 
Audubon Society officials—would be 
on the warpath. 

Despite some claims of success in 
treating seed with bird repellents, it 
hasn't worked out with grain as with 
pine seed. 

Both sides in the blackbird contro- 
versy agree on one easy out: federally- 
financed “research” to find how to 
control the “problem birds.” Mean- 
while, the birds keep on living it up 
—to the tune of an estimated $5 mil- 
lion a year crop damage in Arkansas 
alone. 


Rotational Grazing for 
Beef Steers? 


TEXAS Experiment Station at Angle- 
ton has used rotational grazing with 
steers on Dallisgrass-white clover to 
get per-acre gains of 310 pounds. On 
the same kind of pasture, steers grazed 
continuously put on 250 pounds of 
gain per acre. However, the rotation 
grazing caused the steers to gain less 
(214 pounds per steer) than when they 
were allowed to graze continuously, at 
will. They averaged 356 pounds per 
Steer that way.

From 22 to 56 days of age (70, in 
case of Jerseys) feed at same rate but 
limit Jersey calves to 7 pounds and 
Holsteins to 9 pounds of milk per day.

Would 90-100% parity support 
prices, with drastic cut in acreage, to 
curb surpluses, cost the government 
any more than the present costly slid- 
ing scale program?

2. Indirectly, everyone who rides 
scheduled airlines, because.the same 
Federal Government that subsidizes 
airlines also forces them to keep their 
rates low. That does not justify the 
airlines’ airmail subsidies, however. 

3. No. The Federal Government 
loses outright 30 cents on every dollar 
invested in price support programs, 
plus the cost of administering the pro- 
gram, plus the indirect loss of dis- 
posing of the acquired stocks through 
Public Law 480.

WASHINGTON WIRE 


Ears That Will Not Hear 


Washington, D. C.—When a constructive piece of farm 
legislation comes out of Washington, don’t look for its origin 
in the House Agriculture Committee. There are 30-odd 
members of this distinguished body . . . but only about 10 
who haven't gone hog wild on the idea that nothing can be 
good unless dictated step-by-step by the U.S. government. 
And the committee's “wheel horses” are not among the 10. 

Some of the congressmen are even sincere in their belief 
—which only makes them more frightening, and the more 
to be pitied. 

Last year, when the committee was soundly rebuffed by 
the House for coming up with a farm package so far in 
orbit the most radical liberals couldn’t even stomach it— 
you might have thought it would wake up a little. But no! 
The committee members are more determined than ever to 
ram their warped ideas down the throat of the farm industry. 

It no longer serves any purpose whatsoever for a conserva- 
tive thinker of any sort to appear before these “seniority” 
boys. The committee “bosses” light into him like a battery 
of prosecuting attorneys to tear up whatever it was he 
came to say. They don’t buy. They sell. And if it’s 
possible for jack-leg-lawyer-type tactics to completely humil- 
iate the witness . . . then that’s what he gets. 

As a specific example, take the treatment given three 
distinguished (Midwestern) state presidents of the Farm 
Bureau who appeared to testify against a plan for govern- 
ment multiple-pricing of wheat. The way they were mauled 
by the likes of Chairman Cooley (D-N.C.), Rep. Poage 
(D-Tex.) and Rep. Jennings (D-Va.), you’d have thought 
these men were crooks, here on trial for their very lives 
instead of merely offering the benefit of their own and their 
members’ thinking. 

But the committee is consistent. The same thing happens 
every time anybody from the Administration (or anywhere 
else) comes into the “den” to testify against big government 
schemes—which are regularly dreamed up by the congress- 
men. 

(If you want more names .. . it will be easier to list the 
few on this committee who are not in favor of a government- 
run agriculture. ) ; 


REA has a birthday—coming up May 11. Time to wish 
it a “happy 25th.” Yessir! REA is 25 years old... and 
still hasn't learned to walk alone. 

The country’s taxpayers have wet-nursed this baby to 
the tune of $4 billion so far; and its 984 “cooperatives” 
continue to “borrow” our money at a lower interest rate 
than Uncle Sam pays on money it borrows to pay the interest 
on the national debt. Most of us got our feet kicked out 
from under Papa’s table long before we were 25. What 
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we needed was an “Uncle!” This baby claims it can’t even 
stand on its feet; and gets away with it. 

With 97% of all farms “electrified” (as REA officials 
boast)—and with a monstrous supply industry well on its 


* way at government expense—you'd think a company could 


make it without a sugar teat. But not REA. Now that cur- 
rent is available to everybody, they want a phone in every 
home. After that, rumor has it REA aims to put a color 
television set in every barn. 

Puts you in mind of a crossbred Hereford yearling that 
sucks his runty little Jersey dam until after it is bigger than 
she is. But remember . . . most cows kick their calf off 
to wean him. It is not REA’s fault. It’s ours. So just wish it 
a “happy birthday” . . . and let it keep on sucking. 


The President has asked permission to cut off Castro's 
sugar (our purchase of sugar from him) if he sees the need 
for it. Although he claims this is not what he wants the 
power for, there are plenty of folks around here who 
favor giving it to him. . . for that purpose. 

Nobody can quite explain what it is about a Cuban Com- 
munist that makes him any less an enemy than one of the 
European variety—except that distances have something to 
do with it. But to some, all the land and industries Amer- 
ican investors have “donated” to Cuba seem like ample 
“payment” for that country’s friendship. 

American farmers produce sugar under marketing quotas 
so that the U.S. can pay thousands of dollars in premiums 
every year for Cuban sugar. If the Sugar Act is extended 
for four years by Congress (as the President suggests), 
surely the lawmakers will give somebody the authority to 
cut off Cuba’s quota. And if they do, surely whoever it is 
will have the common horse sense to use the authority. 


It'll be a “moderate” Civil Rights bill, all right—thanks 
in no small way to the courage and/or wisdom and guts of 
18 Southern senators. Dick Russell (D-Ga.), or whoever 
else might have master-minded the fight, did a brilliant job. 

The Southern bloc strategy was simple, but effective. 
Every time they tried to tie something drastic onto the tail 
of the South’s racial woes the Southerners said: “Fine; and 
let’s also make it apply to the controls over Labor disputes 
as well.” This the puppets of the labor unions could not 
abide. And that’s why the bill will be “moderate.” 

And incidentally, in case you're interested, this was not 
the longest “filibuster” in history—although the Senate did 
hear 82 hours and three minutes of unbroken talk. In 1880, 
a Senate filibuster went from March 24 until May 16 in a 
dispute over its own organizational set-up. Sides were evenly 
divided along party lines—and the stalemate ended only 
when two senators resigned to give the Democrats a majority.
